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Good Character Needed for Successfull ; Life. 
Scout Movement's Aid Explained. 


Mr. K. Venkataswami Naidu, Minister for Religious Endowments and 
State Chief Commissioner, Bharat Scouts and Guides, Madras State said 
here today that the ‘non official character of the Scouting movement 
should be maintained and it should not be used for political purposes.” 
He added that the movement should devote itself entirely to social service. 


Mr. Venkataswami Naidu who was speaking at a reception given by 
the Bharat Scouts and Guides, Mysore State, at the Scout Headquarters 
said that Scouting was essentially a youth movement directed to shape the 
character of young men and women. The movement encouraged open air 
life which the present system of education lacked. 


Proceeding, Mr. Naidu said that Scouting emphasised the importance 
of Religion which was very essential in the present set up of the country. 
The Scouting laws, he said, embodied the essence of all religions. 


He congratulated the promoters of the movement in Mysore in. enlistip£ 
50,000 members to the ‘movement. The new merger had brought a: 
organisations together and Scouting was begining a new chapter in its 
history. He said that more help and patronage was necessary both from 
the . public and the Government. He thanked for the reception accord- 
ed to him. A o 

Mr. f. B. Mallaradhya, Director ot Public Instruction and Chief Scout 
Commissioner in Mysore, welcoming the distinguished guest said, ** he is 
associated with all movements calculated to promote social welfare for the 
past 30 years." He recalled that Me. Naidu was associated with Scouting 
for the 25 years and bad rendered valuable service for the promotion of 
Scouting. | 

Referring to the progress of Scouting in Mysore, he said that Scouting:

The Course 
_ The State Association of Madras took steps to organise a Training 
Course for Commissioners’ of both sections in order to provide adequate 
training as prescribed in “ Scheme of Training ” issued by the National 
Headquarters, Bharat Scouts & Guides, for the present and prospective 


‘Commissioners as well as the Secretaries and Officers of the District and 


Local Associations. 


Accordingly, the camp was fixed to be held at our Training Centre 
from the 4th to 10th May, 1958. We are grateful for the ready response 
of our Commissioners, The course wasattended by 26 men and 12 
women representing 17 districts in our State. Miss G, R. Samuel, Head. 
quarters Commissioner for Training (Guides) was in charge of the women 


-ection and Mr. J I. Muthiah D. C C,,in charge of men asssisted by Sri 


K Renuka Prasad, A.D.C.C. Sri V. S. Ratnasabhapathy, D.C.C. the State 
Secretary stayed on throughout the courses and helped in the general 
arrangements in addition to taking up special joint sessions. Mr. V. P. 
Ramaswami, the energetic Secretary of the District Association, Nilgiris, 
Worked as the Quartermaster with the assistance of a batch of Rovers. 


D . Inauguration l 
The Course commenced on the 4th May at 6 P.M. when Sri V. S. 
Ratnasabhapathy, tbe State Secretary inaugurated it and said that the 
Commissioners were the Chief Executives in the District and this was 
the first time in the history of the Bharat Scouts and Guides that both 
the Men and Women Commissioners had come together for a joint course 
.of Training. They were the main stay of the movement and should 
offer trained and efficient Ieadership so that their example might be 
followed by the young people who were in their charge. Miss G, R. 
Samuel, talked about the need for rethinking and reorientating our 
aims and methods to suit the present day needs, More practical methods 
in the Schools and Citizehship training made this necessary.

Daily Routine. 

The syllabus of the course was based on the subjects outlined in 
“Scheme of Training" in addition to Knotting and Signalling specially 
included for the purpose of imparting practical knowledge of Scout and 
Guide Craft. On Thursday the 7th, a demonstration of typical Weekly 
parade was given by the Scout^'froop of The Breeks School for the 
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benefit of the Campers. It was ob servedby them noting down good and 
bad points with a view to help them to carry out their own inspections 
in the Districts. Two evenings were devoted to men for practising 
different types of games and one evening for the practical demonstration 
of the Ceremonials, Saturday the 9th May was allotted for an excursion 
to the Pykara Works and Glenmorgan. The Pasture Institute, the 
"Nutrition Research Laboratory and to the Sims Park at Coonoor, The 
women Commissioners had activity games and Bulbul singing games, in 
the evenings. Each Commissioner felt that she would like some new 
game or idea or song to take with her while visiting companies in addition 
to the scheme of training of the course. The guide Law and Promise, the 
Bulbul Law and Promise were translated into Tamil so that uniformity 
would be secured all over the State. 

Camp Fires that were held every night except on the 9th were taken 
full advantage of by the members of the course to give expression to 
their Talents of music histrionic, art, dancing wit and humour, It is 
rather difficult to give details of the various items done, but if we, want 
tosingle out one or iwo. we should make mention of the (Coonoor) 
Kuravanchi dance by the women and the folk song called *' Villu Pattu” 
by tbe men campers, It is no exaggeration when we say that all thecam- 
pers men and women, completely gave up their reservedness and co-op- 
erated with one another, thus contributing a great deal tothe joy and suc- 
cess of the entire course, We must also make a special note of the remark. 
able spirit of comradeship and happy family spirit that pervaded the 
camp throughout,
